Information Disclosure Statement

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-31 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Morfoot (U.S. Patent 1,558,491) is the closest prior art to independent claims 1, 12 and 
26. The reference is generally directed to a locking device for a battery terminal that is operable 
with a key. The reference, however, does not teach the claimed receptacle (claims 1 and 12) 
containing a pair of terminal pins, or that the battery lock contains two cavities for encasing the 
pins (claim 26). Thus, for at least these reasons, claims 1-31 are allowable.
